“In reply to your sixth question, I

Tip burn on potatoes ‘is - shoging 
more every day. This Lala’ g 8 
of the foliage is aggravated by: the 
presence of the leaf hopper, a small 
green hopper that is found on the un- 
der side.of the potato leaf. They are 
very numerous this year, more than 
ever before in this vicinity. They 
aye also very hard to control, the on- 
ly spray that is effective being a nic- 
otine golution, black leaf forty di- 
luted 800 to 1000 parts in water. As 
this solution has-to kill by contact, 
and they are on the under side of the 
leaf it is a very difficult job. The 
best control for another year is to 
rake and burn the vines and refuse 
from the potato field.as soon as pos- 
sible after digging, as it is under 
these things that the hopper hides in 
preparing for winter. The cleaning 
up of the potato vines will help ma- 
terially on several other pests and di- 
seases as well. An-ounce af preven- 
tion being worth a pound of cure was 
never truer than today on the farm in 
the control of plant disease and in- 
sect pest.

Pontiae King 187189, the pure- 
bred Holstein bull furnished by the 
New York Central railroad, and in 
charge of the County Agent, and 
which has been at the farm of A. H.

The conditions for obtain- 
ing the use of this animal are that a 
farmer take ordinary good care of 
him, giving him a well ventilated 
stall to stand in, good light, the same 
feed that he would a like animal of 
his own, and that he use the same 
care in breeding him to healthy cows 
that he would one of his own. The 
farmer taking him is allowed to 
charge $1.00 for service. The Rail- 
road company has made this invest- 
ment and is turning it over to the 
farmers for the sole purpose of aid- 
ing in upbuilding the grade of cattle. 
This bull will be placed with the first 
farmer in either Crawford or Ros- 
common counties, who makes appli- 
cation for him, whom the County 
Agent is satisfied will take good care 
of him, and has the means of doing 
it.

So let us hear from you. 


There is considerable grasshopper 
poison in the hands of the several 
committeemen and the County Agent. 
which is as yet unused. There should 
be none -if 1{ nad been used any- 
wheres near the instructions and di- 
rections given. But as it is here and 
the fall grain will suffer if it should 
turn hot and dry, every farmer should 
carefully watch and call on his com- 
mitteeman or the County Agent for 
more of the poison. The hoppers 
are mating at the. present time and in 
a very short time will begin laying 
their eggs.. Every female killed now 
spoils the chances of about 100 for 
next year. Let us keep busy. While 
the campaign has been more educa- 
tional than economic this first year, 
yet there has been saved many thou- 
sands of dollars worth of grain and 
other crops by its use this year. 

The Rosen rye on the Michelson 
farm at Houghton Lake threshed 38 
bushels per acre. Evidently this 
field kept pure. Many farmers, who 
sowed Rosen think they are thresh- 
ing Rosen this fall when they are not. 
There has been enough common rye 
planted to mix it thoroughly until 
there is hardly a field of pure Rosen 
rye to be found. Farmers sowing 
this fall will do well to examine this’ 
thoroughly before seeding, as it will 
mean many bushels hnd dollars to 
them next year. .This condition of 
affairs does-not only appertain to
